It Is Indeed true that the burdens ol 
the w ar should he borne by tho pres­ 
ent j at her th an the future generation, 
but this does not mean that they should 
be borne by this year’s taxation. 
Meeting all w ar expenses by taxation 
m akes the taxpuyers in one or two 
years bear fhe burden of benefits that 
ought to lie distributed at least over a 
decade within tht» sam e generation. 
In the second place, when expendi­ 
tures ap proach the gigantic sum s of 
present-day warfare, the tax-only pol­ 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. 
W ere this 
nbsolutely necessary, the ensuing hav­ 
oc In the economic life of the communi­ 
ty would have to he endured. 
But 
where the disasters nro so great and 
at the sam e time so unnecessary, tht 
tax-only policy may l»o declared im
